Story of Father Bitermann. 


Father Bitermann gives a graphic account 
He says: 
For some days the levee just north of 
the city has been weakening some at a 
point where the levee was pierced by a sliver.

I looked toward the levee north of the city. 


Suddenly I saw the water boiling up from

I was greatly alarmed, 


doomed. Screaming at thie top of my lungs, 
I ran down the embankment and started up 
the street trying to warn people of the im- 
pending disaster. I grabbed several 
children whom I met on the street, and, 
taking them by the hands, I got them started 
safely to the hill. Immediately I ran for 
the church, and, seizing the bell rope, I 


started the bell to swing as a warning to the 


people. 
“ Then I ran out of the building and made 


for the hills myself. As I reached the hills 
I turned about and saw the water rushing 
through the town at a terrific rate. It 
swirled and eddied about the buildings and 
each moment it rose higher in the houses.

Story of an Eye Witness. | 
J. T. Hogan of Omaha, III., left the scene 


of the flood half an hour before the dike 


broke. His brother-in-law, Sheriff Galloway 


of Gallatin County, whose home was in 


Shawneetown, had the same good fortune. 
The Sheriff's wife and two daughters were 


swept away and their bodies have not yet, 


been recovered. Hogan’s story of the flood 
shows that the townspeople had absolutely 
no warning of the disaster. 

„About 5 o’clock last evening,“ he said, 
“the levee on the north side of the town 


- gave way at the north end of Market street 


near the courthouse. Many houses were 
crushed like toys, and none of the occupants, 
most of whom were poor colored folks, es- 
caped. Those living in the more substantial 
houses managed to climb to the second and 
third stories, where they clung for hours 
through the chilly night. 

Houses in the western part of the town 


did not at once feel the effect of the flood, 


and residents made hasty steps for safety, 
most of them fleeing to the top of the levee 


on the south side of the town. A large num- 


rapidly as possible. 


ber also reached the little hills which area 
mile from the town, and from there saw their 
property crumble in the muddy waters. 
When daylight came this morning the 
streets were full of water to a depth of ten 
or twelve feet. Only the most substantial 
buildings in the central business district re- 
main standing. Water is everywhere, and 
the relief work is being carried out under 
great difficulties.” 


This town, twelve miles from Shawnee- 
town, has been made the basis of relief work. 


Rail communication being cut off four miles 
out boats were built and a committee started 
to the scene. They reached Cypress Junc- 
tion, half way to Shawneetown, and found 
dry land extending toward the river. Fol- 
lowing this they arrived within two miles 
of the flooded town. More boats were start- 
ed and the rescuers crossed to Shawnee- 
town. They found a sad condition existing. 
Hundreds of those who escaped the rush 
of water were perched on roofs, trees, and 
along the top of the levee. They were 
taken from their positions as 


Rescue of 200 Women and Children. 


. Owing to the scarcity of boats the work 


Was very slow, but over 200 persons, in- 
cluding many women and children, were 
taken to the roadway, two miles from Shaw- 
neetown, to Cypress Junction. Here the 
greater part of them are camped tonight,

The lower portion of Carmi, III., on the 
Wabash River, is entirely flooded. The 
water reaches half way to the second stories 
of the houses. The water is level with the 
floor of the iron road bridge, but the rail- 
road bridge is still two feet above. At one 
Point on the Big Four, a mile north of Carmi, 
the track is but one foot above water for a 
quarter of a-mile. 

The Oddfellows and Masonic lodge are 
pervising the distribution of supplies. 
Crawford of this city has spent the 
distributing supplies. As fast as they are 
received they are taken by special train to 
the water’s edge, ferried across in skiffs to 
Cypress Junction, and from there taken by 
wagon to within two miles of Shawneetown. 
All the carpenters in Ridgway fell to making 
flat boats this morning for transportation 
of supplies across the inundated territory, 
and an impromptu ferry has been estab- 
lished. The water is a mile wide at the 
crossing. point and is backwater, the river 
being seven miles. The Baltimore and Ohio 
Southwestern tracks are under five feet of 
water for. five miles north of Cypress Junc- 


tion. 

A reltef train arrived here tonight, but ow- 
ing to the high wind and roughness of the 
water at the ferry crossing all attempts to 
transfer the provisions across have been 
abandoned. They have been taken to the 
water's edge, and at the break of day will 
be ferried across. The inhabitants of Ridg- 
way have organized into a relief committee, 
with Dent Reid, J. O. , and G. M. 
Kimbo at its head. Houses have been 
thrown open, and as soon as a refugee 
reaches here he is promptly taken care of, 
and everything possible is done for their 
comfort. 

By order of Governor Tanner a State Re- 
lief committee has been formed of the fol- 
lowing citizens: C. F. Baxter, George Laud, 
Jo Broks; Dent Reid; and Ed Rice. 

The heavy rain still continues, and at 6 
o'clock a high cold wind sprung up adding to 
the misery of the sufferers in the stricken 
town. 

At 11 o’clock tonight a telephone message 
was received from Shawneetown saying that 
the south levee was cracking and threaten- 
ing to go at any minute. It is about sure 
that it will break before morning. This will 
not add to the depth of the water in the 
town, but will create a current through the 
streets that will prove dangerous to res- 
cuers in skiffs. 


VARIOUS ESTIMATES OF DEATHS 


Those Who Have Been to the Scene of 
the Disaster in Relief Boats 
Tell Their Storr. 


F. 


Mount Vernon, Ind., April 4.— [Special. 
The first information regarding the disaster 
was received inthis city about 7 o’clock ask- 
ing for assistance and relief.

Governor Tanner in Appealing for Co 
tributions Says It Is Worse than

2 o’clock this afternoon via Bast St. Louis 
for the scene of the Shawneetown disaster. 
On board the train were Dr. Fred H. Wines, 
Secretary of the State Board of Public Char- 
ities; Fred C. Dodds, his assistant; and sur- 
geon Batty, representing the Adjutant 


General's office. The train was made up of | 


an engine, baggage coach, and passenger 
car, and was loaded with 250 tents, blankets, 
and 400 cans of the emergency rations used 
by the National Guard. The tents will house 
2,000 people, and the authorities believe that 
ample provision along this line has been 


made. 

Dr. Wines was authorized by Governor 
ranner to draw upon him for necessary food 
until a subscription was made for the relief 
of the sufferers. This, however, will not be 
necessary, as funds aggregating $400 were 
subscribed by the State officials and for- 
warded. to W. 8. Phillips at Ridgway, in 
accordance with the request made by the 
Governor in his proclamation. 

Governor Tanner wired Colonel J. B. 
Smith of Clay City asking him to proceed to 
the scene of the disaster and take charge of 
the tents and the camp. Colonel Smith will 
be the official: representative of the Gov- 
ernor.and will de responsible for the tents 
and. bilan belonging to.the National 

A message was received from Col- 


Guard. 
onel Smith saying he would do as requested. 


Miss Julia Lathrop of Hull House, Chicago, 
and a member of the State Board of Char- 
ities, was asked to go to Shawneetown and 
assist Dr: Wines and accepted. 

M. Carney, Mayor of Shawneetown, wired 
Governor Tanner from Ridgeway, the near- 
est point of communication, as follows:

It is six miles to land, and the current of 
the Ohio River is sweeping through the 
town. I am informed by Mayor Carney of 
Shawneetown that approximately one- 
fourth of the population has been drowned, 
all the property destroyed, and that the peo- 
ple are collected on the tops of the houses 
and of what remains above the water of the 
levee, exposed to the rain, without shelter 
and without one meal of food. 

It would be of no use to call the Legis- 
lature together in. special session to meet 
this emergency, because it would have no 
power to raise any money from which to pay 
any appropriation that might be made. I 
have sent the Secretary of the State Board 
of Public Charities as my official repre- 
sentative to the scene of disaster to assist in 
the organization of the emergency relief 
work which requires to be done, with au- 
thority to draw upon me for what funds may 
be necessary, in anticipation of funds which 


will no doubt be contributed by the public.

I., therefore, make this urgent and in- 
stant appeal for contributions to enable me 
to do what the people will no doubt wish me 
to do, under the existing circumstances. All 
contributions should be sent to Mr. W. 8.

ASKS FOR GOVERNMENT AID. 


Illinois Representatives Will Probably 
Receive $50,000 for Relief and 
Repairs to the Levee. 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—- [Special. 
Efforts were made today by Representative 
Campbell to have Congress appropriate 
850,000 for the relief of the flood sufferers 
at Shawneetown and to repair the levee. 
He had a satisfactory conference with Sen- 
ators Cullom and Mason and Chairman 
Cannon of the House Appropriations com- 
mittee. They agreed that the proper thing 
to do was to put an item in the sundry civil 
bill, which has passed the House and was 
to have been taken up for consideration 
by the Senate this afternoon, but was not 
reached. 

There is always considerable opposition 
by Southern Democrats to relief appropria- 
tions, and it was decided to put an item 
in this bill because it would not be sub- 
jected to so much antagonism as if lodged 
in a separate appropriation bill. 

If the sundry civil bill is not taken up for 
consideration by the Senate tomorrow Mr. 
Campbell will introduce a separate bill in 
the House appropriation of $50,000 for the 
destitute in Shawneetown. Senator Mason 
will also introduce a bill exactly like it in 
the —e and ask for immediate consid- 
eration. 


CALLS ON CHICAGO FOR RELIEF. 


Mayor Harrison Asks the Citizens for 
Contributions for the Shawnee- 
town Flood Sufferers. 


Mayor Harrison yesterday issued a proc- 
lamation calling for aid for the Shawnee- 
town flood sufferers and further set the ball 
rolling by starting the subscriptions with a 
contribution of $100. The proclamation fol- 
lows: 

To the People of Chicago: An awful catastrophe 
has almost wiped out Shawneetown, in this 
State. Several hundred lives have been lost, and 
those who have been saved are reported to be in 
a condition of pitiful destitution. Prompt relief 
is demanded, and Chicago, always ready to ren- 
der succor in the hour of distress, will, I know, 
respond liberally in the present emergency.

Commissioner of Health Reynolds, dis- 
cussing the prevention of floods, sald: 

„1 have noticed that of late floods are be- 
coming more prevalent in the southern por- 
tion of the State, while droughts seem to be 
on the increase in the north. This, I be- 
lieve, is in no small measure due to the pres- 
ent system of draining the land with tile. 
Swamps are turned into meadows and the 
rains are carried off almost as soon as they 
fall. The consequence is that when there is 
an abundant rainfall the water is carried off 
so rapidfy that floods result. 

„On the other hand, the water being car- 
ried away in this manner does not lie on 
the surface long enough to be absorbed by 
the atmosphere to any great extent, and 
droughts result. The only remedy is to make 
use of artificial] lakes. When the water is 
drained from one spot let it flow upon an- 
other where the atmosphere will have a 
chance to take it up again and again deposit 
it in the shape of rain. If this is not done 
not only will tragedies like the present recur, 
but the crops of the North will be greatly 
depleted for lack of rain. *

DUE TODAY OR TOMORROW 


Pope’s Mediation Relates Alto- 
gether to Cuba. 


MORE SPANISH CUNNING. 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—[Special.]— 
The President has been hard at work today 
preparing his message to Congress, and he 
has made remarkable progress upon it de- 
spite the many interruptions from callers 
and requests for information regarding the 
authenticity of rumors, many of which were 
of Spanish origin. 

In the present condition of affairs it is 
only necessary for some one to suggest some- 
thing as a possibility for it instantly to be- 
come a fact, and as such it spreads like wild- 
fire. There was an instance of this kind this 
morning at the White House, when one of 
the officials casually made the remark that 
he had heard the Cubans were at last will- 
ing to accept the proposition for an armistice 
made to them by the Autonomist govern- 
ment of Cuba and sanctioned by the Span- 
ish government. 

The rumor soon spread over the city and 
the official was quoted as the authority. As 
the story went around it gathered many ad- 
ditions, including a supposed statement 
from Colonel J. J. McCook. There was no 
truth in the original rumor, nor in any of its 
additions. 


Mediation Refers to Cuba. 

Mediation and propositions for an armis- 
tice were the subjects of discussion by the 
visitors at the White House today and it 
was stated by an official who is in touch 
with the administration that the official 
announcement made in Madrid that Spain 
had accepted the mediation and hoped that 
the United States would do likewise refers 
to the mediation of the Pope between Spain 
and the Cuban insurgents, not between 
Spain and the United States. It is well 
known that the Pope has been urging the 
Madrid government to let him mediate in 
the Cuban affair to the end that he might 
assist in bringing about peace, and that he 
has even written personal letters to the 
Queen Regent on this subject, and it is this 
mediation that it is claimed that Spain has 
at last agreed to. 

If this is the correct interpretation of the 
Madrid dispatch it furnishes another in- 
stance of the astuteness of Spanish diplo- 
macy. By bringing the Pope into the situa- 
tion at this time as a mediator between 
themselves and their rebellious Cuban colo- 
nists the Spaniards hope to gain time and 
delay any action contemplated by the 
United States. They have received word 
that President McKinley regards the con- 
dition of affairs in Cuba as affording the 
principal reason for action by the United 
States and that he is disposed to consider 
the Maine disaster as an incident. They 
have, therefore, it is presumed, taken ad- 
vantage of his position and by agreeing to 
suspend hostilities while the Pope mediates 
hope to remove the reason assigned by Mr. 
McKinley for his intervention. - Thus they 
expect to prevent action by the United 
States. 

There was no special Cabinet meeting 
today, but a majority of the Cabinet officers 
were with the President a greater part of 
the morning and several of them called 
, the afternoon. Secretaries Alger, 
Long, Sherman, Gage, and Attorney General 
Griggs were among the number, and As- 
sistant Secretary Day, who by the way did 
not leave the White House until 2 o’clock 
this morning, was back again with the 
President by 10 o’clock to take up the work 


upon the message. Senators Hanna and 


Fairbanks were among the early visitors, 
and Dingley, Grout, Hull, Parrett, Mitchell, 
Cannon, Johnson of North Dakota, Hicks of 
Pennsylvania, and Foss of Illinois were the 
members of the House who called. 


Message Firm in Tone. 

When asked if he knew the contents of the 
message Mr. Foss replied: I do not know 
what they will be exactly, but I have reason 
to believe that they will be very firm in 
character.“ 

By noon the President was exhausted, he 
having been at his desk until nearly 2 
o’clock this morning. He was sadly in need 
of rest. Just before luncheon the President 
rested for half an hour. Orders were issued 
postponing the public reception which is 
usually held on Monday afternoon. This 
was done in order that the President might 
not be interrupted in his work upon the 
message. It was expected that the message 
would go to Congress on Tuesday, and until 
this afternoon there has been no intimation 
of a change in the program, but this after- 
noon Assistant Secretary Day said it was 
possible it might not go in until Wednesday. 
At the same time Judge Day said that noth- 
ing new had arrived from Spain, but this 
was understood to exclude the report of the 
Spanish court of imyuiry on the Maine dis- 
aster, which it is claimed arrived here this 
morning and which has kept the State de- 
partment busy all day translating it into 
English. It is said that it is this report that 
has delayed the President with his message, 
and he wishes to consider the report before 
sending his message to Congress. 

During the afternoon the President denied 
tHrough his secretary the rumor which 
stated that he had said that he was expect- 
ing at any moment to receive notification of 
an armistice having been arranged between 
Spain and Cuba. The President's statement 
was: There is absolutely no truth in it.” 

Assistant Secretaries of State Adee and 
Day had a long conference with the Presi- 
dent in the late afternoon. 


He Wires Business-Men Everywhere 
to Use Their Influence on Con- 
gress to Uphold McKinley. 


New York, April 4.—[Special.]—A dispatch 
to the World from Washington says: 

Following is a copy of the message sent 

from Senator Hanna’s room in the Glover

ELECTION JUDGES ARE HELD. 


Six Men Must Answer in the County 
Court Charges of Violating 
the Primary law. 


Two sets of primary election judges were 
held to the County Court yesterday by the 
Board of Election Commissioners and re- 
moved from their official positions. An- 
other set of officials was removed, but not 
held to court. M. Kallen, P. H. Huber, and 
A. H. Roberts, judges in the Fourth Dis- 
trict of the Second Ward; John O'Meara, 
Charles McCudden, and Anton Becker, 
judges of the Fourth District of the Sixth 
Ward, are the men who must answer to 
charges of violating the primary election 
law. 

After investigating the charges made by 
Professor Hill of Hull House against Jo- 
seph D. Long, Democratic judge in the 
Eighteenth Precinct of the Nineteenth 
Ward, the Election Commissioners ordered 
the entire board of judges and clerks in the 
precinct removed. They were given a repri- 
mand for failure to canvass the precinct 
in accordance with the law: They are: V. 
D. Piro and Meyer Lafin, Republican judges, 
and Joseph D. Long, Democratic judge; 
Charles A. Florian, Republican clerk, and 
P. Bartuceo, Democratic clerk. Professor 
Hill appeared before the board and over 
100 Itallan voters of the precinct were sub- 
penaed as witnesses. They testified that 
the judges and clerks had not canvassed 
the precinct properly and had failed to erase 
names of legal voters from the registry. 
Alderman Powers appeared personally to 
defend the judges, but he was not allowed 
to give assistance. The matter of criminal 
prosecution of the men removed will be 
considered later.

WHAT IT COSTS TO PLAY GOLF. 


Some of the Items Which Enter into the 
Expense of the Game—Hints to 


Beginners. 


To those planning to.take up golf for the 
first time this season a natural inquiry pre- 
sents itself as to what clubs are necessary 
for an outfit and what a moderate indulgence 
in the game will cost. The answer to the 
first part of this question is simple, but the 
best reply that can be made to the other is 
that golf is one of those elastic sports that 
consume money according to one’s ability 
to spend it. Not that the bare outfit is ex- 


up with the life of a swell ! country club 
that frequently makes the game so costly. 
The player who belongs to a modest organ- 
ization, and who does not follow the round 
of open tournaments, need not spend a 
great deal in enjoying all that the sport at- 
fords. There is no doubt that golf is ex- 
pensive if one cares to make it so, but, on the 
other hand, it may be played with com- 
paratively little outlay. The man of mod- 
erate means will do well to avoid the clubs 
where golf is regarded merely as incidental 
to the social life that centers about them. 
There are many organizations near this city 
where the yearly dues do not amount to 
more than $15 or $30, and some where they 
have been placed as low as $10. At the 
smaller clubs, moreover, the matter of dress 
does not play so important a part as at the 
larger ones, and this is another item that 
must figure in the expense account. The

Whether one wears long trousers or knick- 
erbockers, a red coat or no coat at all, makes 
little difference, so long as the body has 
ample freedom of action.
